“I fear the Greeks,"’ Virgil wrote 
in his famous account of the Trojan 
horse, “‘even when they are bearing 
gifts.”

A case in point is a proposed law 
put forward by Congressional 
liberals to require every business 
with five or more employees to pro- 
vide 18 weeks of job-protected 
parental leave to both male and 
female workers. 

Like that horse outside the gates of 
Troy, this bill looks harmless enough 
on the surface. Indeed, 90 percent 
also extend it to men. So what's 
wrong with a federal law extending 
the same rights to everyone? 


Well, lots of things. To begin with, 
you can assume the liberals behind 
this bill have a lot more on their 
minds besides unpaid maternity 


leave. The bilf Would set up a com- 
mission to study ways to require 
paid leave in the future. 

It would also require companies to 
grant 26 weeks of disability leave 
within any one-year period, and 
guarantee re-employment in the 
same or similar jobs upon an 
employee's return. And it would set 
up a new federal bureaucracy that 
you can assume would immed ately 
engulf business in a tidal wave of 
new rules and regulations governing 
employee-employer relations 

The liberals point out correctly 
that most European countrie 
guarantee paid parental leave, anda 
host of other benefits, that make it 
easier for women to juggle work and 
family responsibilities.”

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New District 9 employees 


can now choose doctors

GRANITE CITY — New District 
9 employees will now be-given a 
choice—of_doctors for their re- 
quired physical examinations. 

In what Board of Education 
President Dewey: Melton describ- 
ed as an “administrative action,” 
personnel’ director Terry Salem 
was instructed by the board to 
have three doctors on call for the 
exams instead of one. 

The new guidelines did not 
change the board’s official 
employee health insurance policy 
Melton said no vote by the board 
was needed on the matter. 

“If the board hasn't acted on it 
before, there’s mo reason,” said 
Melton at last Tuesday's Board of 
Education meeting. 

In the past, new employees were 
instructed to receive an exam 
from Dr. Frank Dioneda, a 
Granite City medical doctor. 
Employees will now have the op- 
tion of visiting Dioneda, Dr. Mel 
Freedman or the St. Elizabeth In- 
dustrial Medicine Department, 
which has one .doctor, Dr. Nola 


Mahoney, on call. a 

The department specializes in 
industrial employee health con- 
cerns, such as with Granite City 
Steel employees. 


“Tt gives us a little flexibility,” 


said Salem. 

Salem said inclusion of two 
more doctors will be more conve- 
nient for the district and new 
employees. 

“If they can’t get into one (of- 
fice), they can get into another,” 
he said. y 

The change had nothing to do 
with Dr. Dioneda’s performance 
as the distict’s recommended doc- 
tor. Salem said all the doctors 
would give an equivelent_‘‘stan- 
dard physical exam.” 

Asked if employees may prefer 
one doctor over another, thinking 
they would get a more favorable 
exam report, Salem said, ‘They 
are all accredited doctors. I don’t 
want.ito say anyone will be better 
than the other.”’. 

All new employees must have 
the exams by the beginning of the 
1986-85 school year to be eligible 
for the district’s health insurance 
plan. 


Area scientists tap into 
supercomputer network 


Scientists at Washington Universi- 
ty in St. Louis will soon be able to log 
onto some of the most powerful com- 
puters in the world when the univer- 
sity becomes part of a regional net- 
work linked to five national super- 
computing centers across the U.S. 

Tre network, called MIDnet, is 
sponsored by a $1 million grant from 
the National Science Foundation 
(NSF). It will interconnect eight 
universities and.allow each of them 
to access the supercomputering 

“centers established recently by the 
NSF. 

Participating members of the con- 

sortium are: Washington, Iowa 
State, Kansas State, Oklahoma 
State, Kansas, Nebraska (Lincoln), 
Missouri (Columbia), and, 
Oklahoma universities. 
_ Supercomputers are to computers 
what computers are to calculators 
Problems that would ‘take many 
hours on a computer can be per- 
formed in a few minutes on a super- 
computer. Because they perform 
operations so quickly, supercom- 
puters allow consideration of com- 
plex simulations and mathematical 
models previously thought impossi- 
ble or too time-consuming. 

“Access to supercomputers is 
essential for researchers in all scien- 
tific disciplines to remain technical- 
ly competitive,’’ says Robert J. Ben- 
son, association vice chancellor at 
Washington U. ‘The consortium will 
provide a network to utilize advanc- 
ed technology that would be pro- 
hibitively expensive for any in- 
dividual university along.”” 

"The NSF recently established 
supercomputer centers on the cam- 
puses of the University of California 
at San Diego, Cornell University, the 
University of Mlinois at Urbana- 
Champaign, and Princeton Univer- 
sity; A fifth center is jointly run by 


Carnegie-Mellon University and the 
University of Pittsburgh. NSF pro- 
vides time on these machines to 
seientists throughout the U.S. 

NSF created a ‘‘backbone”’ net- 
work called NSFnet linking the five 
centers, and encouraged develop- 
ment of regional’ networks that 
would connect to it. 

MIDnet is the 
regional network to be funded by 
NSF. The first was SURAnet, form- 

17 universities in the 
stern U.S. 

‘The National Science Founda- 
tion’s. grant acknowledges the con- 
tributions and importance of our 
consortium’s member universities 
to the advancement of scientific 
knowledge,”” said Jerome R. Cox, 
chairman of Washington Univer- 
sity’s computer science department. 

He said scientists at Washington 
U. will be able to supercom- 
puting power for research in ad- 
vanced methods of structural 
engineering analysis, improved 
medical imaging techniques, 
simulations of the human auditory 
system, and high-resolution mapp- 
ing of protein molecules 

The universities in MIDnet will be 
linked to each other and to NSFnet 
with dedicated medium-speed 
telephone lines. The NSF grant 
covers the cost of the leased 
telephone lines. Each institution will 
provide necessary hardware, soft- 
ware and user support to install and 
maintain their scientists’ connec- 
tions to the regional network 

*‘MIDnet provides an opportunity 
to improve the exchange of ideas 
and information between scientists 
who are physically isolated from.one 
anotHer,” Benson said. “The net- 
work will become a key component 
in a growing national community of 
scholars and scienti: ‘i

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Collaboration important Funds cut to mental hospitals

{been expressed within the nursing 

‘profession that the alliance between 

nursing education and nursing ser- 

vice, which is so essential in the 
eparation of riew nurses, was be- 

ling eroded. Although several 

‘STeasons for this have been proposed, 

ait was felt that the shift from 

shospital based nursing education to 

‘college based nursing education had 

resulted in decreased collaboration 

between these two groups. 

In 1980, and again in’ 1981, 
midwestern nursing leaders 
representing 250 member agencies 
‘of the Midwest Alliance in Nursing 
addressed this issue by voting to 
give priority to improving the con- 
sensus between nursing education 
and nursing service in relation to 
their expectations of new nursing 
Braduates. A task group represen- 
ting all types of nursing service and 
nursing education agencies was ap- 
pointed and mandated to develop a 
plan which would facilitiate this col- 
laborative process. 

As a result a proposal for a train- 
ing grant was submitted to the Divi- 


1985, these participants attended a 
two-day workshop in St.Louis. In- 
tensive team-work during the 
workshop resulted in consensus 
within each team with regard to the 
level of skill necessary for the new 
baccalaureate nurse graduate to 
function competently in the follow- 
ing- areas of nursing practice: 
technical skills, leadership, teaching 
and collaboration, planning and 
evaluation, and communication. In 
addition, collaborative activities 
were planned that are resulting in 
implementation of the consensus 
statements. 

These first year participants! were 
also responsible for planning and 
implementing similar workshops in 
their home states. During the mon- 
ths of April, May, and June, 1986, 
workshops were presented in each of 
the following states: Mlinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, . Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma and 
Wisconsin. A total of 300 par- 
ticipants, representing 75 teams, 
participated in the workshops. 

As a result of these collaborative 
activities a number of innovative 
plans have been developed that will 
promote a closer working relation- 
ship between schools of nursing and 


the community settings where 
nurses practice. 

Some- of these plans include 
creative ways in which nursing 
faculty can practice and keep their 
patient care skills current, service 
settings can provide necessary Sup- 
port for student experiences, and 
both groups can work together to 
enhance the functioning of the new 
graduate. 

In this way the nursing profession 
can insure that the graduates of 
todays nursing schools are being 
prepared ‘to meet the health care 
needs of the people in the communi- 
ty where they live and work. 

Three nursing schools in our im- 
mediate area participated in the 
project: Southern Illinois 
University-Edwardsville, Universi- 
ty of Missouri-St. Louis, and Saint 
Louis Unviersity, which also serves 
as the project site. A number of ser- 
vice agencies were represented as 
well. These were: St.- Elzabeth’s 
Hospital in Belleville, Illinois; Home 
Health Services of St. Joseph’s 
Hospital in Highland, Mlinois; Eden 
Village Car Center in Edwardsville, 
Illinois; The Veterans Administra- 
tion Medical Center in St. Louis, 
Missouri; and Lutheran Altenheim 
and Nursing Home in St. Louis.

percent across-the-board reduction 
he was concerned about the 20,000 
patients served in state facilities 
Quality care is our highest priority 
oss-the-board reduction 
jeopardized the care we 

must provide. ~ 

“The department has experienced 
difficulty in the past 12 monthsj at 
some facilities, like the Howe 
Developmental Center in Tinley 
Park. Under the department's plan. 
Howe and other state facilities will

It is estimated that a person will 
need about 75 percent of his or her 
pre-retirement earnings to maintain 
the same standard of living imretire- 
‘ment as he or she had before 

The amount of Social Security 
benefits depends on a person’s earn- 
ings over a working life. People ear- 
ning the maximum covered by 
Social Security can generally expect 
to receive initial benefits which 
replace approximately 29 percent of 
pre-retirement earnings. 

People with average earnings can 
expect to receive 43 percent of pre- 
retirement earnings, and people ear- 
ning at the minimum wage level 
over their working lives may expect 
to receive initial benefits equaling 60 
percent of their pre-retirement 
earnings. 

‘The replacement rate is higher for 
low earners because they are less 
able to tolerate a reduction in in- 
come. Higher earners are expec! 
to have more resources to’build a 
base of retirement income, in- 
cluding investments, savings, and 
private insurance. 

This brings us to the second impor- 
tant point to remember in buiiding 
retirement income on the Social 
Security base. A person needs te 
know how other retirement income 
will affect Social Security checks.

The swimming team was won 
championships in six of the last 
seven years. The diving team has 
been champ five of the past six 
years. 

No professional team can boast 
of that kind of success. On a more 
local level, only the Granite City 
High School soccer team has had 
that much success in recent times 

“Jt’s scary when you stop to 
think about it,’ said- Paddlers 
coach Celeste Sonnenberg.
